Applicant has shown that the claimed herbicide composition produces unexpected 
results. The Declaration filed on March 1, 2010, shows that the combination of 
components i) and ii) recited in the present claims provides a greater than expected 
herbicidal result in comparison to the result that is calculated theoretically (e.g., 
expected) according to Colby's formula (Appendix, Tables X-1 , X-2 and X-3 of the 
declaration filed on March 1, 2010).
